Charles Pritchard, of this city, a 


laborer, is facing a charge of murder 


m the first degree in connection with 


the death of his wife, Mrs. Mollie 


Pritchard, whose body was found 


in bed at their home on the morning 


o f January IO, 1918. Pritchard was 
arrested this afternoon by Deputy 


Sheriff East in and Charles ll. Wal­ 
lace, Ideal 
policeman, white 
en­ 
gaged rn work on High street. 
He 
was lodged in the city "jail and will 
be taken to Brownstown. 
The arrest of Pritchard was made 
upon a circuit court bench warrant 
which was issued following an in­ 
dictment returned 
by the 
Jackson 
county 
grand 
jury. 
The 
arrest 
caused much surprise in this city. 
After the death of Mrs. Pritchard, 
the husband was questioned closely 
at the inquest which was conducted 
b y William Piekmeyer. who was tlien 
serving as coroner. 
The case wa- 
complicated, it was stated, by testi­ 
mony which was given at the inquest 
but after examining a number of 
witnesses, the coroner returned a 
verdict that the woman's death was 
dun to “excessive alcoholism.' 
At the inquest Pritchard testified 


Twenty-one “true bills'’ were re­ 
turned by the Jackson county grand 
jury late Wednesday afternoon fo l­ 
lowing a ten-day inquisitorial ses­ 
sion which began when the body was 
impaneled February IM. 
The char­ 
acter of the indictments will not be­ 
come public until after the arrests 
are made. 
Qnly two bench warrants 
were issued by Judge James A. Cox 
but others will be asked from time to 
time during the term. 
Arrests upon 
the indictments which are not made 
during the present term of court will 
be effected during vacation on reg­ 
ular warrants. 
More than 150 witnesses were ex ­ 
amined by the grand jury, and it is 
generally understood that the scope 
of 
its investigations wa- 
broader 
than that of any similar body that 
has been called iii this county in re­ 
cent years. 
The grand jury was not 
in session today, but will reconvene 
Friday. 
It is likely that its work 
will he completed and it- final report 
filed before the close of the week.

Indianapolis, March fi— Facing the 
possibility that a special session of 
the legislature may have to be called 
to pa<- the few necessary appropri­ 
ations 
bills, semite leaders 
today 
used every possible effort to - p e d 
up ai tion. 
Their efforts met 
pro­ 
t e a s from the Democratic 
-idc and 
the Republican faction led by Lieu­ 
tenant Governor Bush, that “steam 
roller” method- w*ere being used. The 
fight resulting was the bitterest on 
the senate flour in years. 


When the senate opened the tax 
bill was before the senate as a com­ 
mittee of the whole and prospects 
w*ere that consideration of it would 
not be completed before adjournment 
time Monday night unle-s stringent 
methods were adopted. 
Senator 
Beardsley introduced 
a 
motion to limit all speeches to three 
minutes and that no senator could 
yield his time to another. 
Beside 
the tax bill, he said, the senate had 
to consider the two appropriations 
liill, the conservation, banking de­ 
partment, 
workmen’s 
compensation 
and child labor measures, if a spe­ 
cial session is to he avoided. 
Out 
o f nearly 1,000 bills introduced in 
both houses only forty have been 
made laws so far. 
Senator 
"McKinley 
in 
seconding 
Beardsley’s motion declared that the 
rule is necessary to prevent a fili­ 
buster 
which w*as evidently 
being 
conducted by opponents o f the tax 
biff headed by Lieutenant Governor 
Bush. 
Senator 
Eisner and 
other 
senators 
opposed to tho 
measure, 
tried to speak on the motion, but 
Senator Negley, who was in the chair, 
refused to recognize them. 
Senator Risner declared: “I didn’t 
know we had a kaiser in Indiana.” 
He appealed from the chair and 
demanded a roll call vote. 
Negley 
refused to call the roll and asked for 
the ayes and noes. 
After the vote 
he declared that the chair had been 
upheld, although the democrats and 
some republicans declared it 
bad 
not. 
Senator 
Smith, republican, 
pro­ 
tested against such “German rule-." 
Negley 
called for 
a vote on 
the 
Beardsley motion, again refusing de­ 
mands that the roll be called and 
announced the motion had carried, 
although 
there 
were 
again 
many 
claims from Bush’s followers and 
democrats that it had not. 
Follow­ 
ing adoption of tile rules. Bush an­ 
nounced he would “get revenge” on 
the administration senators when he 
again resumed the chair.

Postal Bulletin, a copy of 
which has been received at the Sey­ 
mour postoffice, calls attention to 
the fact that the increased postage 
rates which became effective October 
3, 1917, will be withdrawn July I, 
this year, and postm asters are in­ 


s t r u c t e d to limit their 
orders for 
th rec-cent stamps and other supplies 
to the amount that will bo needed be­ 
fore the change takes place. 
Atter 
July I all postage rates will be the 
same as during the pre-war days. 
The department at Washington has 
informed the postm asters that sup­ 
plies which were issued to conform 
with the increased rates must he dis­ 
posed of before July I as there will 
be no demand for them after that 
date. 
Local firms 
will be interested in 
the announcement as some of them 
have 
considerably 
quantities 
ot 
stamps and three-cent envelopes on 
hand and desire to get rid of them 
before next July. 
When orders are offered for three- 
eent special-request stamped envel­ 
opes, the postm aster will inform the 
purchaser 
that the rate of 
letter 
postage will be reduced to two cents 
l>er ounce or t raction thereol on July 
I, 1919, and wall ask whether the 
supply of three-cent envelopes or­ 
dered will probably all be used be­ 
fore that date, 
l f not, the order 
should be reduced. 
Every requisi­ 
tion for three-cent envelopes m ud be 
plainly indorsed by the postmaster, 
“These envelopes will bo used before 
July 1st” ; otherwise the requisition 
will be returned to the postmaster. 
To be prepared for the 
reduced 
rate o j letter postage effective July 
1st, central accounting and 
direct 
accounting postmasters will add two- 
cent 
stamps to 
their requisitions 
from now on. 
By doing this the 
post offices will have supplied them­ 
selves with two-cent stamps by the 
date on which such stamps arc to 
come back into use for first class 
mail.

1st, and to furnish in exchange post­ 
age stock of such denominations as 
the postmasters indicate their offices 
will need. 
The war postage rates went into 
effect on October 3, 1917, having 
been made a r>nrt of the war revenue 
aet passed by the congress iii 1917. 
When the return to pre-war postage 
rates comes, the war rates will have 
been in effect approximately one year 
and nine months. 
The postoffice department has giv­ 
en notice that a new postage stamp 
of three-cent denomination, issued to 
commemorate 
the successful 
out­ 
come /if the war and designated as 
the Victory stamp, is now being is­ 
sued and that it will probably take 
about three or four weeks to com­ 
plete the distribution to the entire 
country.

stamps will not bo sufficiently large 
to take the place of the regular issue 
of three-cent stam ps and postmasters 
will therefore supply them only to 
patrons who request them. 
The Victory stam p design presents 
a figure of lib e rty Victorious, with 
a background composed of the flags 
of the five countries which were most 
actively engaged in the cause.

figure of Liberty is helmeted, the up ­ 
per part of the body is in scale arm ­ 
or and a flowing skirt falls to the 
feet.

The problem of removing wrinkles 
Jrom 
clothing 
which 
cannot 
be 
iressed to advantage, is a perplex­ 
ing one to many w'omep, when they 
shake out their crushed garments of 
cloth, velvet and corduroy. 
Quite a 
simple solution to this difficulty has 
jeen found by one woman who al­ 
ways hangs these 
articles 
on coat 
hangers, suspends 
them 
over 
the 
bath tub, either on the 
shower rack, 
if there is one, or on an improvised 
line strong enough to hold consider­ 
able weight. 
She then fills the tub 
almost full of the hottest water she 
can obtain,—boiling, if possible — 
shuts the windows and doors tightly 
xind allows the garments to remain 
undisturbed in 
the steam bath for 
several hours. 
Gradually tho steam, 
rising from 
the 
water, permeates 
every’ part of the materials, restore^ 
the pile to its original surface, and 
relaxes the fibers of the cloth until 
all the 
wrinkles have 
disappeared. 
Many garments may be further im­ 
proved by a thorough brushing, im­ 
mediately after 
the 
steaming pro­ 
cess, in order 
to 
remove the dust 
which has accumulated deep into th" 
nap of tin* material. 
Where the gar­ 
ments require even longer steaming, 
it is a good plan 
to 
arrange them 
the last thing at night, so that they 
will receive the benefit ot 
the addi 
tional time thus allowed. 
It is im­ 
portant that the heat be kept well 
sealed in the room, by 
seeing to it 
that the 
windows 
and 
doors are 
tightly shut.

backet lunch for child

the meal served at home as there are 
many foods that do not carry well 
or must be served hot.

Bv the use of waxed or paraffin 
pnper moist foods may be carried, 
which formerly had to be omitted.

Com bread iii times past wfas nev­ 
er nerved cold yet it toasts well and 
is good as a sandwich bread.

filling of any sandwich should be 
moist enough to make it palatable. 
A common fault with most moth­ 
ers-is putting too much into the bas­ 
ket.

the

where a hot soup or hot drink 1-* 
served daily the luncheon will

packed writh that consideration. The 
day is not far away wdien the hot dish 
will be a part of every school lunch. 
A baked apple or pear is always a 
good luncheon dish. 
They may be 
baked or served uncooked. 
In packing the lunch basket put 
the things the least likely to crosby 
in the bottom and always have tuck­ 
ed in an out of the way corner a bit 
of candy, a cube or two of sugar 01 
a fig or a few dates: such surprises 
delight the heart of a child. 
Paper 
napkins 
are 
inexpensive 
and should be supplied so that the 
child may use one to spread over hi- 
desk. 
Here arc a few sandwich fillings: 
Peanut butter mixed with a little 
salad dressing or milk and chopped 
olives.
